Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant argued that the combination of Awamoto with the 
Applicant's admitted prior art was not combinable. Specifically the Applicant argued that the difference amongst sub- 
fields located in the Awamoto disclosure was solely in the sustain period. As the claims call for different set-up 
intervals, the Applicant argued that the two pieces of art were uncombinable. It is the Examiner's contention that the 
two pieces of art are combinable and as such would render the obviate the claim as currently constructed. The 
Examiner suggested that should the current claims include limitations reciting a sustain period that is independent of 
temperature this would overcome the rejection combining Awamoto with admitted prior art. 
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
